all that is said about marriage miseries, 
moic widely perhaps than any other happi- 
ness.—SiLiidiiy Afternoon.

Cornelia PnUou 


At her residence in Bristol, Pn., Sabbntli 


morning, .111110 22il, Cornelia Patton, widow of 
tho Itcv. John Mngoffiii, in tho eighty-third 
year of her ago. Horn of Christum parents, 
hronght up in tlio nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, at a very early ago, Mrs. M.igollin bo- 
civmo a member in full communion of the First 
Presbyterian church in Philadelphia, then un- 
der the pastoral care of tho venerated Hev. Dr. 
•lames P. Wilhon. Her path thenceforward was 
as the shining tight winch whinetli moro ami 
more unto the perfect day. When less than 
nineteen years of ago she became tho wil'o of 
John MiiKotliu, than a saccessl'ul merchant in 
Philadelphia—lfa good man, rind full of tho 
Holy Ghost." Not long afterthelrmairlayo her 


in duo time was ordained to tho gospel ministry. 
Having a atitUcicncy of property Ibrhls support, 
ho choso to labor tor Christ ai; his own charges, 
and to devote his service specially to tho poor, 
and those whose circumstances hindered them 
from enjoying tho regular ministrations ot tho 
gospel in established congregations. In the va- 
rious places of his residence, Chestnut 11111, in 
i'lilliulolphia county; Uartsvlllo, and Bristol. 
In Backs countv, this was tho work to which-ho 
gave himself—preaching In school houses, and 
to tho boatmen on the Delaware division of the 
Ixihlgh Canal. Into thisservico hiswlfe entered 
with the most entire sympathy. Together, hand 
in hnnd. they wont about doing good. Mr. JUa- 
epllin died in 18GO, leaving behind him a pre- 
cious memory. ~\Vherever ho was known the 
testimony is universal to his singular gentle- 
ness, his deep iilcty and Ills entire consecration 
to his Master's service.

Magollln continued to walk in the way in which 
they had been .BO perfectly joined together in 
the same mind. It was her groat satisfaction 
to sustain nnd encourage liy her contributions 
tho special causes of benevolence In which they 
hud been interested together. Jt was a markiiil 
characteristic ol' Mrs. Magoflin not to despise the 
day of small tliings.lmt to take delight in foster- 
ing the beginnings of enterprises winch promised 
usefulness. Her benevolence was her life. Sho 
gave continually up to aud beyond the measure 
ot her ability, hut not from sudden Impulse, 
livery Uollar'skc laid out thoughtfully and with 
due consideration, but when given, it was cheer- 
fully, with, gladness and joy. The yoor were 
with her always, and her purse was constantly 
open for their help. Sho gave them employ- 
ment, ns far as she was able, and made herself 
acquainted with their wants, ami so became 
their faithful, sympathizing friend and helper. 
Thus it happened that there were none moro 
earnestly and atfectionately attached to this 
gracious woman than thoso whom she had aided 
so wisely, and at the samo time so as to have 
preserved and enlarged their self-respect, lint 
Mrs. Magollln'a sympathies wcro vciy wide- 
spread. No cause oftho Gospel of,Tenus Christ 
appealed to her In vain. She lived simply, she 
saved nothing. She was a steward of the Lord's 
bounty ,ami rarely has onebeen more faithful. Jt 
need hardly bu said that Mrs. Mngoilin loved 
the sanctuary. Sho was planted in the house 
of tlie Lord, and nourished in the courts of onr 
God. 
Her seat in the church was never vacant 


when it was possible for her to bo in it. She ex- 
pected to 1111 it, und had every arrangement 
made for this on tlio very day when "having 
walked with God she was not for God took her." 
She wns a teacher in the Sabbath school up to 
the last year of her life, and nt the time of her 
death h_ad not Hually given up her class. In 
this, as in so many other ways, she was as ex- 
ample nuto believers. Sho wa'kcd in the foot- 
steps of tho Lord Jesas very closely. Sho was 
diligent in business, fervent in spirit, serving 
the Lord. God endowed 1-er with large intellec- 
tual gilts. She had a clear, comprehensive, sa- 
gacious mind. Sho had received every advan- 
tage of education ; she had an exalted social po- 
sition; sbc had a liberal allowance of this world's 
goods. But ahe witsnot her own, but was bought 
with a price, therefore she glorified God in her 
body and spirit, which were God's. For her to 
live was Christ, and to die has been gain. 
Blessed are tho dead which die in the Jjord from 
henceforth, saith tho Spirit. How rich the rec- 
ompense in grace of such alii'eso longeontinued, 
faithful unto tlie end, eternity only can tell.
